Springfield, 111., Sept 18.—Forty of the 


fifty-one delegates to the Natioanal Demo- 
cratic congressional convention gathered 
ac the court house yesterday. In view of 
the face that a heavy rain bad been falling 
for several hours, rendering • the roads 
almost impassable and making it impos- 
sible for the country delegates to reach 
the trains, the attendance was very grati- 
fying to tho supporters of Democratic 
principles in the Seventeenth distict. 


Stuart Brown, secretary of the congres- 


sional committee, read the call for the 
convention and Hon. H.P. Shnmway was 
named as temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. In taking the chair he made an 
encouraging address to the delegates. 
Mr. Brown was selected as secretary of 
the convention and the temporary organ- 
ization was made permanent. 


Dr. A. N. Miller of Lincoln moved that 


the convention proceed to the nomination 
of a candidate for congress and placed 
before the convention the name of States 
Attorney E. C. King, of Logan county. 
On motion of Hon. L. P. Hamilton, the 
nomination of Mr. King was made by ac- 
clamation, no other candidate being pre- 
sented to the convention. Mr. King ac- 
knowledged the honor in a short speech. 
Ho promised to make an active campaign 
for the National Democratic tlckec and 
said that his timo would be atthedisposal 
of the committee at all times. 


Mr. King mado a brief reference to his 


opponent, B. F. Caldwell. 


"Only a few weeks ago," said he, "the 


Populists up in Logan county were talk- 
ing about 'Caldwell, tho greedy money- 
grasping, gold bug banker of Spring- 
field;'now they speak of Mr. Caldwell, 
the honest farmer of Chatham.' "

PARDONED IN ORDER TO RETURN 


Executive Clemency for an Old Soldlei 


Who Avenged Hl9}Wife'B Dishonor. 
Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 18.—-Acting Qov 


ernor Worthiugton yesterday pardoned 
Stephen Ncthercutt, of Grayson ooonty. 
What the governor wrote on the paper 
tells an unusual story. It is as follows: 


"The accused was a soldier and officer 


in the federal army. In the war of the 
rebellion, while he was away from home, 
doing battle for this country, his wife 
was debauched by one Stevens, who, on 
the return of the accused from the army, 
boasted publicly of bis acts, and taunted 
the accused with having despoiled his 
home. Thereupon the accused shot and 
killed Stevens. 
This was more than 


•thirty ye&rs ago. 
An indiotment was re- 


turned against Nethercutt for that kill- 
ing, accusing hie i of murder, whereupon 
he left Kentucky, and has never been ap- 
prehended. 


"All the county officials, with a largo 


number of other good citizens, ask that 
he be pardoned. He is now an old man, 
and has been away from home tho best 
part of his.life. 
He now deslree to return 


to his native county and viow the graves 
of his parents and the scenes of his child- 
hood before dying. I do not think ho 
should be punished for tho killing, even 
with the shame of n trial. His banish- 
ment has been a greater punishment than 
his act merited. I therefore pardon him.

Grave Filled With Human Bonos Found 


Near His Former Home. 


Chicago, Sept. 18.—In the dense woods 


between North Evanston and Wilniette a 
grave has been found full of human 
bones. 
Tho discovery was made by A. 


H. Parker, of Evanston, who, with his 
wife, has been making frequent excur- 
sions into the woods during the last two 
months. Mrs. Parker some weeks ago 
declared there was a grave, and urged her 
husband to investigate. He at first re- 
fused, but finally consented, just to show 
hia wife that she knew nothing about 
graves. 
Ho dug long enough to turn up 


a few ribs and a thigh bone and then 
called on the police for help. This after- 
noon several other bones and a skull, sup- 
posed from its size to be that of a woman, 
wero found. 
The investigation was stop- 


ped by darkness, but will bo resumed to- 
morrow. 


The spot is only a few rods from the 


house in which H. H. Holmes lived at 
Wilmctte, and and It is thought by tho 
police that the bones may be those of some 
of his victims. 
The bones had evidently 


been interred within two years, and were 
apparently placed in the grave without a 
coffin, and no clothing of any sort was 
fonnd.

Qunton Bandera, with 4000 men, 
has left Hemcdlos, and Is also advancing 
westward. It Is said that Banderas will 
command all of tho insurgent infantry in 
the new invasion of the west, Gomez re- 
serving to himself the command of tho 
cavalry. 


Simultaneously with the westward ad- 


vance of the forces of Gomez, Antonio 
Macoo has resumed active operations in 
Pinar del Rio Province. 
Maceo has left 


his stronghold in tho mountains and is 
encamped in force on tho Llanos estate, 
south of the city of Pinar del Bio. This 
city is still held by Spaniards, but the 
garrison has been greatly weakened by 
yellow fever and lack of food, and It is 
said Maceo intends to toko tho place by 
storm. 
Then he will out the trocha, and, 


entering Havana Province, unite with 
the army of Gomez. The two Cuban 
generals will then offer battle to the 
Spaniards.

Patient. Wantonly MnrdercoV-ttvUiMlTe 


Xnve»tlgatlon a Dabannh. 


Chicago, Sept. 18.—Dr. S. V. Clovon- 


ger, of this city, in an address delivered 
at tho opening of the Harvey Medical col- 
lege, mado swooping charge* against tbo 
manner in which tho Insane asylums and 
hospitals of Illinois bare been run for 
many years. Summed up, his charge* 
are as follows: 


Insane patients have boon wantonly 


murdered, and persons who have exposed 
the abuses existing In tbe asylums and 
hospitals of Illinois bavo been ananlnat- 
ed, and their silence mado sure. Asylums 
havo been plundered of their funds by *y«- 
tematio and long continued oollaglon 
among those who bold jmsltlons of trust. 


Inspecting tours of legislative oomiult- 


tooBJ became lolgolatlvo debauches, tbe 
bills for which ore paid at tbe expense of 
the Insane and glok charges of tbo state. 
Those lolgslativo debauches arc brlbm ' 
offered to and accepted by the legislative! 
committees. Helpless patients mado no 
denflnite charges of murder, but govo 
many figures to prove that tho liquor Hup- 
plly of tho dispensary Invariably needed 
replenishment after a legislative Invcutl- 
gatlon. Ho gave many instances of tho 
mistreatment of patients, and declared 
that In several Instances physicians who 
had dared to make » stand for tho hu- 
mane troatmuntof thoir patients hud boon 
practically bounded to death.

adopt measures to check tho spread of the 
disease. Impure drinking water is said 
to bo the cauHo of tho trouble.

England adopted its pound sterling as a 
unit of account and its fractions for snms | 
smaller than the unit which makes!

The pound was to be of the value of and 
contain a fix»d number of grai»s of gold 
so the coining of the commodity known 
as gold was a devicej to facilitate the ex- 
change of other commodities for it or for 
the exchange of other commodities for 
e»ch other. France made its unit the 
five franc and when the government of 
the United States was established it ad- j 
opted the dollar as the unit of account. 
This in each case was done before a pound 
sterling, a five franc or a dollar was coin- 
ed. The coinage did not advance the ex- 
changeable valne of the metal in the coin 
or the value of any other commodity. The 
valne of all was rtill determined by the 
law of supply and demand and the elec- 
tion of Bryan and all the Populists in the 
county could not change this law or add 
one cent to the real value of anything 
produced. 


Bank notes and other paper has come

When it has 
been made a finished product it is the pro- 
duct of labor just as iron, copper or lead 
in their perfected state are the products of 
labor. Gold has its value as a commodity 
just as iron, copper, or lead has.

In spite of it all 
silver continued to declined in price in 
proportion to the increased production. 
From 17S2 to 1873 the United States 
coined S.000,000 silver dollars or 225 tons 
of silver (which is sometimes called half 
the world money) and that did not main- 
tain the price of silver. In 1S73 congress 
passed a coinage law which dropped the 
coinage of the silver dollar.

SIMPLE SUMS FOR SILVERITES. 


Problem* Which Can E»iOy Be 


Out by Voter*, 


A farmer raises 1,000 bushels of 


wheat, for which he now gets $500. 
With that money he buys various kinds 
of manufactured goods at low prices. 
With free coinage at sixteen to one he 
might get $1,000 for his wheat, but 
•would certainly have to pay- nearly 
twice as much for the goods he would 
buy. How much would the.farmer gain 
from a cheap money scheme which 
doubled the price of the things he 
got in exchange for his wheat? 


The Sherman silver law of 1890 pro- 


'Vided for the purchase by the govern- 
ment of 54,000,000 ounces of silver per 
year. Under the operation of that 
law the price of silver, after a short 
speculative rise, fell steadily from $1.16 
to 73 cents per ounce. If the purchase 
and storage of practically the entire 
American production of silver could 
not prevent its price from falling1, what 
reasons are there for believing1 that the 
mere act of coining1 silver into dollars 
and returning them to the owners of 
the bullion will double the price of 
all the silver in the world ? 


A workingman who depends for hie 


livelihood on the eale of his labor to 
an employer is now paid two dollars 
per day in currency based on the gold 
standard and kept 'on a parity with 
gold by our laws. This two dollars 
•will buy a relatively large quantity of 
necessities. If this country adopts free 
coinage and goes on to a silver basis, 
two dollars will buy only one-half as 
much of the goods the workingman 
needs. Show how labor would be bene- 
fited by a policy which would cut the 
purchasing power of wages in two? 


An investor having money to lend 


was approached by a farmer who want- 
ed a loan for the purpose of buying new 
implements, additional stock and some 
fertilizers. 
"If you will let me have 


$800 on the security of my land and 
buildings," said the farmer, "I will 
vote for a free silver law which will 
enable me to pay you back next year 
in dollars worth half of those you lend 
me." 
State how much money that 


investor loaned the farmer, also the 
rate of interest paid. 


A large number of persons who com- 


plained that they were poor decided 
to enact laws which would make them 
all rich. As the poverty consisted in the 
lack of food, clothes, furniture, houses 
and other forms of wealth, they agreed 
that instead of producing- the tilings 
they needed they would set men to 
work digging silver, which they did 
not need, out of the Bocky mountains. 
By so doing-they expected that the sup- 
ply of other labor products would in 
some mysterious way be 
increased. 


How much is twice nothing, and how 
will the changing of silver bullion into 
coins mate more houses, machinery or 
beef? 


If the "sound money" vote in Ver- 


mont increases the republican major- 
ity from 21,000 in 1892 to 38,000 this year, 
how long will it take the sixteen to 
one issue to wipe out the entire demo- 
cratic vote in that state?—Whidden 
Graham.

mutual and cooperative insurance com- 
panies and all the 1,745,725 shareholders 
in building and loan associations if 
payment were to be made to them in 
any money less good than the be*st. 


Fifth.—Things would be worse for 


everybody in case a panic caused by 
the prospect of a silver basis.—X. Y. 
World.

"Electricity 
is something about 


which nobody knows very much, and 
concerning which very few know any- 
thing," says the electrician of the cap- 
Itol. "I have been handling electricity 
for many years, but I have much to learn 
about it. 


"Until very recently I did not know 


the derivation of the word, because I am 
not a dialectician. I have become inter- 
ested in the collection of amber, pearl. 


A FINE SPECIMEN. 


crystal and other peculiar things in na- 
ture, and will show you the collection; 
but first I want to tell you about elec- 
tricity. It originated in the Greek word 
tlektron, which was applied to amber 
thousands of years ago. The ancients 
discovered amber, but it puzzled them to 
know whether it was a metal, mineral 
or jewel. They found that it was made 
electrical by friction, and so they called 
it elelctron; and from that we get our 
word electricity. 


"There are various forms of electric- 


ity. Common electricity is produced by 
friction, and for many years glass and 
amber were the principle articles used 
in producing it. 
Until it came into 


common use electricity was looked upon 
with awe by even those who produced 
H by friction. Then there is galvnnie or 
\oltaic electricity, resulting 
from 


chemical decomposition in a galvanic 
battery. Atmospheric electricity is seen 
end wondered at by everybody from 
childhood to old age. It comes with 
thunder storms, and is sometimes very 
destructive, shattering- church steeples, 
setting fire to houses, rushing down tho 
sides of trees, and sometimes killing 
people in open fields. There are many 
artificial manifestations of this mys- 
terious power of nature, and it is be- 
coming a necessary part of modern civ- 
jlization. It is the most economical 
and popular moth e power for street and 
suburban railways; it has superseded 
gas as an illuminent; it is used for 
cookery in place of wood, coal and gas- 
oline; und its uses for telegraphing and 
telephoning are marvelous in extent. 
Here in thecapitol life would sometimes 
be unendurable with gas light and its 
heat. 


"There are thousands of miles of wire 


concealed in these solid marble walls, 
and throughout the granite basemen ta 
and subways. The weather bureau has 
its connections here, and in the senate 
and house and lobbies there are skilled 
scientists who tell the statesmen all 
about the weather in their distant 
homes, as v\ell as the speed of the winJ 
and the condition of the temperature 
outside the capitol building. The tele. 
graph wires which connect the capitol 
with the white house and the cxeeutne 
departments also tap the through wire1- 
to the commercial centers, so that with 
electricity we are constantly in connec- 
tion with the entire world. And yet, aa 
I .said before, very few people know any- 
thing scientifically about it, and only 
recently did I know the derivation ol 
the word. 


"But, like all men, I am talking about 


my own specialty, when I started out 
to show you my curios and tell you 
some of the strange things about 
them. Amber being electric wascalled 
electron, and you see how attractive il 
becomes with a little friction. Here 
is a large piece of virgin amber, one oJ 
the largest pieces in the world. By rub- 
bing it with this chamois skin it be- 
comes heavily charged with electricity 
See these bits of paper and cardboard 
flying after it as I pass it over the 
table. It is not to be wondered that the 
ancients regarded it as mystical and 
magical. They believed that there iv.is 
a spirit of good or of e\il in the amber, 
and that heat incited that spirit to man- 
ifest himself. The prevailing impres- 
sion was that it was n spirit of affec 
tion, drawing others towards it, with- 
out malice. Many, however, believt-rl 
that the spirit in the amber was mal- 
evolent, and that it would deceive and 
destroy all who came under its influ- 
ence. The human mind is naturally 
more theological than philosophical, 
and hence we have so many religions in 
the world. They all seem to arise from 
the natural disposition of man to 
fathom the unfathomable, and to build 
theories concerning1 the supernatural 
The amber waa fruitful of much specu- 
lation, and the old-time philosophers 
passed away from earth without even 
knowing the origin of the mysterious, 
elektron. 


"Pieces of amber having1 flies or other 


insects imbedded in them excited philos- 
ophers and scientists of the olden 
schools. Amber must have attracted 
the insects and swallowed them; and 
yet amber appeared to be a solid sub- 
stance, without life, without month, or 
digestive organs. These phenomena are 
BO longer mysterious, for we know that 
amber is actually the fossil gum of Ml 
•xtiact cone-bearing tree. This gtam. 


In the process of hardening imprisoned 
the flies and other creatures held in its 
gummy embrace, and there they are 
to-day, perfectly preserved, and looking 
very much alive, although imprisoned 
I once saw and tried to purchase a beau- 
tiful specimen which contained a little 
lizard with five legs, looking as much 
alive as a living lizard could look in a! 
teaspoonful of syrup; but it had been 
dead for thousands of years. 
That 


specimen is in a private collection, and 
no amount of money will buy it. 


"Amber was at one time more valu- 


able than gold, because it was scarcer. 
In the Fourteenth century and previous 
to that time, amber waa made into 
knives and forks with one prong for the 
use of princes and dignitaries of the 
church. In those days nobody knew 
the real amber fields, and a great deal 
of it was found by the seashores, where 
it was washed up by the waves. It has 
been discovered, however, that the ex- 
tinct cone-bearing trees flourished in 
immense forests on the plains of north 
Germany, and amber is there discovered 
in large quantities by miners. Large 
quantities of it are also found in tho 
yellow sandstone along the Baltic 
thores. There are regularly operated 
amber mines in east Prussia, at Pal- 
tnieken, and it is also picked from the 
cliSs, much as placer miners find gold in 
California pockets. Consequently am- 
ber is no longer more valuable than 
gold, but on the contrary it is on the 
market at from two to fllty dollars per 
pound, according to its quality. It is 
no longer used for knives and forks, but 
ts most gererally used for mouth pieces 
on meerschaum and other pipes. It is 
co longer one of the mysteries of the 
world, but one of the commodities. But 
the specimens found in various places 
in peculiar conditions, still find their 
way into the cabineta of the collectors 
of curios. 


"Here is something as wonderful as 


the amber containing insects. Look at 
this diminutive Chinese god. It is a 
perfect pearl, and yet you must know 
that no sculptor could ever have chis- 
eled it and polished it so perfectly. 


"Pearls are morbid symptoms in oys- 


ters. If a bullet is imbedded in human 
flesh and not extracted, and the man 
lives, the bullet becomes encysted. Na- 
ture forms a coating around it. That 
is exactly what is done by nature for 
the pearl-bearing ojsters. All along the 
Chinese coast this fact is token advan- 
tage of. The cunning Chinamen know 
that if a grain of sand gete inside of 
the shell of the oyster, nature will form 
coating after coating of pearly secre- 
tion around the distv<'bing particle, 
thereby protecting the oyster from irri- 
tation. 


"Some ingenious Chinaman fashioned 


this llttie god, and then forced open the

11 of a largo ^-ster, and put the god 
i(le. Nature ["occedod to cover tho 


shell 
insitle 
intruding object with numerous secre- 
tions, until behold we have a perfect 
pearl god; aud it is indeed one of the 
wonders of my collection. The oyster 
assaulted inu-it have been a laige one. 
It is not unlikely that this experiment 
may have been tried on a number of oys- 
ters before one was found strong and 
healthy enough to live and cover the 
idol with peurl. 


•"The Chinamen make a jegular busi- 


ness of raising pearls, and they intro- 
duce all torts of little objects into the 
oyster shells. It is a difficult thing to 
pry open the oyster shell without bi cok- 
ing it. Theli\e oyster shuts his mouth 
pretty tight, and it requires patience, 
experience and skill to force open the 
lips just far 4ough without killing 
the mollus! . Of course, all pearls ore 
not artificially produced; in fact only 
a small proportion of them. But all 
of the curiosities are the result of Chi- 
nese manipulation. The pearl divers 
bring oysters to the surface for food, 
ns well as for their pearls. They risk 
their lives on all occasions, for 
the 


ocean is full of sharks, and many a diver 
has gone gayly at his work, never to be 
seen again on earth. He has become 
food for tome one of the monsters of 
the deep. I have road some vionderful 
stories of fig-Ins « hich poarl diveis have 
had with Uiai-ks, in which the divers 
have come out victorious by striking 
the sharks behind tho pectoral fin with 
long1, keen knives. It is narrated of o&e 
'liver that he made a fortune by kill- 
ing two sharks in one day, one 30 feet 
long, and the other 35 feet long. He 
was called the bravest man on earth, 
mid was made captain of thebodj-guard 
of his king. 


"Now, 
with these few pointers about 


amber and pearls, if you will go to the 
Smithsonian institution and study the 
immense collection there you will find 
much to interest you and your readers. 
Yon should aJso look at the crystals. 
The word crystal comes from the Greek 
word Krystnllos, which means ice. The 
ancients believed crystal to be ice «so 
thoroughly congealed that no amount 
of heat would melt it. That is one of 
:he exploded fictions of ancient science. 
Nearly all of the jewels of nature have 
their histories and their legends. Even 
until this day some of our ladles have 
;heir theories concerning1 lucky stones, 
unlucky stones, birth stones, and all 
:hatsortof thing. A novelist once made 
a fortune writing a novel about the 
nocmstone. Everybody read it. Every- 
)ody lores the mysteriocs."
